RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 

with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof:-

1. This Ordinance mav be cited as the Customs Prosecution Short title.

(Amendment) Ordinance, 1026, and the Customs Prosecution 
Ordinance 1025 (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Ordinance) 
and this Ordinance may together be cited as the Customs 
Prosecution Ordinances 1025-1026. 


2. The following paragraph shall be added alter Section 
5 (3) of the Principal Ordinance: 


Amendment of 
Section 5 of Prin¬ 
cipal Ordinance. 


“Any Officer of Customs or Police may at any time with¬ 
out a warrant enter upon and search any premises or places 
if he has reason to believe that smuggled goods are to be found 
therein ; provided that the right to enter and search shall not 
be exercised in respect of a dwelling house unless a warrant 
for that purpose shall first have been obtained from a Ma¬ 
gistrate.”
